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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner' s thorough review of this appUcation. By the present 
amendment, the specification and drawings have been amended to provide clarity and 
consistency therebetween. Claims 1 , 4 and 8-25 stand pending in this application. Claims 1 and 
4 have been amended, claims 2, 3 and 5-7 have been cancelled without prejudice, and new claims 
8-25 have been added. The amendments to the specification, claims and drawings are not 
believed to involve the introduction of new matter. In light of the following remarks, it is 
believed the application in condition for allowance. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner rejects to claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 1,448,016 to Welshausen. The Examiner further rejects claim 6 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being upatentable over Welshausen in view of U.S. Patent No. 2,354,832 to 
Ristine. The Examiner also rejects claim 7 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being impatentable over 
Welshausen in view of U.S. Patent No. 3,719,220 to Small. Applicant respectfully traverses the 
Examiner's rejections. 

Applicant has cancelled claims 6 and 7 without prejudice. Accordingly, the rejection of 
these claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is moot in view of Applicant's amendment. Moreover, 
Welshausen fails to disclose all of the limitations of claim 1. Indeed, claim 1 of the present 
application recites (with emphasis added): 

A roll awning comprising: 

an enclosure comprising a cover member including an aperture, a first end 
and a second end, the enclosure further comprising a first end cap covering the 
first end of the cover member, a second end cap covering the second end of the 
cover member, a first pivot cover fixedly attached to the first end of the cover 
member and a second pivot cover fixedlv attached to the second end of the cover 
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member : and 

an awning fabric comprising a distal portion extending from the cover 
member through the aperture, wherein the cover member is rotatable with respect 
to the first and second end caps such that the aperture is movable for following 
the distal portion of the awning fabric. 

Welshausen fails to provide any teaching or suggestion of a first pivot cover fixedly 
attached to the first end of the cover member and a second pivot cover fixedly attached to the 
second end of the cover member. Rather, Welshausen discloses a casing (2) supported by and 
between end caps (6). Applicant therefore respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection of 
claim 1 and claim 4 depending therefrom, since Welshausen fails to teach or suggest all of the 
limitations of claim L 

Li light of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the present application is in 
condition for allowance and notice to that effect is hereby requested. If it is determined that the 
application is not in condition for allowance, the Examiner is invited to initiate a telephone 
interview with the undersigned attorney to expedite prosecution of the present application.
